That home rule (or Ireland in one form 
or another ia only delayed by the recent 
Hurry in Britlah poliUci and the resigna- 
tion of Wyndham, the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, ii the opinion of well in- 
formed men who have jnst cooM from 
London an^l r>ai.Hn, writes Walter Well- 
uian in the CbicaK" Recorrt-Herald. In 
(act it is believed the downfall of Secre- 
tary Wyndham and the circumatancea 
attending his retirement may hasten the 
coning of the day when the English 
Parliament confera upon the people of 
Iietand the aimple ^justice and decency 
involved ia an estensloa of aelf-Rovern- 
ment among them. A gentleman now in 
Washington and femUlmr with all that is 
going on behind the-floeaol in London 
predicts that the forthcoming general 
elections in the United ICingdom. which 
can not now be long deferred, are likely 
to hinge more upon the question of Irish 
home rule than upon Chamberlai n s ti seal 
policy. There are Indications that the 
Balfour Government can not hold out 
anch longer, and when diseolution of 
Parliament comeathe clever Irish Nation- 
elisti are sure to get another opportunity 
to plav good politica and advance the 
home rule cause. According to tha 
authority Chamberlain now has it within 
his power to force the Balfonr ■Govern- 
ment to the wall, but that be is (or the 
present (lisincliued to do so on account 
o( his fear lhat if the Ministry falls home 
rule and not hia protection idi-as will 
■form the chie( issue before the electorate. 
The Irish party now holds a coign of 
■advantage of which it may be expecte.l 
under the brlUiant leadership of John 
Redmond to make the moat aa evenU 
develop. 

It is fair and pertinent for the writer to 
disclose here some facts having an Im- 
portant bearing upon the situation and 
which are within his personal knowledge. 
A little more than two years ago Sir 
Anthony MacDonnell accepted the I'ndrr 
SecreUrvsbip (or Ireland at the urgent 
aolidUtion of BaKourand Wyndham. sup- 
plemented bv the urginga o( King Kd- 
ward and n( Lord Lanadowne. The last 
named had known Sir Anthony in India 
and bad been familiar with the great 
work the really great Irishman had done 
there. Before accepting office and incur, 
ring a!l the risks that proverbially go 
a!o!iK with it MacDonuell sought a 
fr^uk u'lilerstanding with his superiors. 
Ue proclaimed himself a home ru'er, in 
that sense a Nationalist, a Catholic and 
an adiracate of Ireland, iu land and its 
government for the Irish. On this basl> 
he t ok office. 

For every Irishman and for every man 
who aympathixes with tha Iriah people 
in their demand to be rid of the odious 
bureaucracy which has so long oppressed 
them— a bureaucracy which should close 
the mouth of every Briton who would 
scoff at Russia— there is a goo<l sign in 
the aky. Tt is found in the fact that the 
Irish Reform Association movement for 
a devolution of home rale, promoted by 
MacDonnell and supported by Dnnraven 
and Dudley, has ttot roussd a fifth psrt 
of the opposition thst might have heen 
expected. Reports from Bndland through 
trublworthy channels are to the effiect 
that hoih political pirties in the United 
Kingdom are now looking with favor 
Opon the plan to give Ireland a rational 
and modern government — a government 
by the people themselves. A majority of 
Englishmen no longer suffer urith a sort 
of rabies when home rale for Ireland ia 
mentioned in their presence. They are 
discovering at last that it Is useless to 
try to make Englishmen out of Irishman; 
that h is barbaric to go on trying to treat 
the Irish as a conquered race, that they 
are not a conquered race and never can 
be, that in the higher civilization which 
England boasts of representing a country 
is never conquered till you have won the 
hearts and affections of its people. The 
aad part of the current episode in Irish 
and Bngllsh politics is that the men who 
were trying to do aooiething for Ireland 
tnnst be sscxlficed becsnseafew Irish- 
men throw stones at them. But it is be- 
lieved the day is soon coming when the 
goo<l sense of the Bnglish people will 
rise above schisms and religions factions 
and look to the good of Ireland as 
whole. Home rule may come in a year 
or it mSy come iu five years. Our 
friends acroaa the sea move with a slow- 
neaa which is pravctMal. but it ia coming.

Kvery arrangement has been perfected 
and next Tuesday the good people of 
Louisville will give Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of the United SUtes, a Ken- 
tucky welcome such aa haa been aeldom 
accorded any Chief Magistrate or Govern- 
ment official. Although the stsy of 
President Roosevelt will be of short 
duration, the State and city officials and 
people of Louisville are determined the 
occasion shall be a memorable one, and 
the couiinillees of our foremost citizens 
have left nothing undone that would 
tend to this end. 

None are more interested in the recep- 
tion of the President then the readers of 
the Kentucky Irish American, and for 
their benefit the complete programme is 
here given. The PnMidential party will 
alight from the train at Third and A 
streets at 9 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
where they will be met by Mayor 
Grainger and a special reception com- 
mittee of leading citizens, members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, Loyal 
Legion and Confederate Veterans.

The comic papers last week had a very 
atriking cartoon, representing a Russian 
in a barber's chair, shorn of his whiskers 
and hirsute redundancy and a Japanese 
barber in the act of throwing the towel 
over hia left arm, bowing the fleeced 
Muscovite out end crying "Nextl" Uncle 
Sam waa looking on very much amtiaed. 
In the House of Representativea in Wash- 
ington a member, not given to extrava- 
gance of speech, called attention to the 
unprotected condition of our Asiatic pos- 
sessions and warned us that in the event 
of the present war ending in favor of the 
Japanese, the next task the Island Em- 
pire would undertake would be the con- 
quest of the Philipi^naa. He reed eztrada 
from Tokio sad Nagasaki newspapers In 
support of whet he said, and it must 
be granted that the speaker waa liatened 
to with most respectful attention. Re(er- 
ring to the foregoing the able editor of 
the Western Watchman recalls some im- 
portant history and exp"esses the opinion 
that the people o( the United States are 
inclined to laugh at any such chimerical 
scheme as the annexation o( the Philip- 
pine archipeUgo by the Japeneae. We 
are too strong on the tea. We could 
raiae two million men in six months to 
repel the yellow envsder. It Is not our 
desire to compsre the mllltsry strength 
of the two nations. Japan and England 
are allies. In the (ace of their combined 
fleets what could our navy do? We are 
a nation of civilian soldiers and a very 
few months would suffice to l)l^;.u)l7l' an 
army of two million fighting men, well 
drilled and accnatomsd to firearms. But 
Rusaia has a very aad experience with 
her great army, and she is compaioUvely 
near the field of ooafliet while we are 
aevea thousand milea away. 

Bnt leaving aside all qnestion of the 
issue of auch a war, let us consider its 
possibility. In the breviary which we 
priests read on February '> we have the 
feast of the twenty-six Japanese martyrs. 
Six of these were Spanish Franciscans, 
and three were Jesuits. The Franciscans 
were sent to Japan by the Spanish King, 
clothed with the dignity and robes of 
embaasadors, to dissnsde the Bmperor, 
who in the brevisry is called "Tairsoms," 
which we fancy is the Spsnish Latin 
name for Tycoon, the name the Japanese 
Bmperor bore before the Mikados 
ascended the throne, from his designs on 
the Philippines. The holr office, which 
approved these lessons, is therefore 
authority for the statement that at the 
close of the sixteenth century, when 
Father Peter Baptist snd his five Prsn- 
ciscan companiona erent to Japan, the 
Japanese had fully mode up her oiind to 
sslse the PbiUppiaes. We must beer in 
miod that Spain at M>* close of the Six- 
teeath oeatury wss s Buropesn power of 
the first rank. Cbtrles V. occupied the 
throne of Ferdinand and Isabella up to 
the year l.')"i8, and the "invincible 
armadi" set sail in I'n^H. This was the 
time when the Spanish King went on 
his knees to the Tycoon and begged him 
not to atrike Spain in the Par Bast. And 
it may iAdieote la what sfMt this mes- 
ssge of peace was rsodvod, to kaow thst 
the haughty little savage oondemaed the 
five ambaaaadors and twenty-one others 
to jibbet, and it is to commemorate their 
glorious martyrdom that the feast of 
February 5 has been instituted. 

We are prone to regard the Japanese ss 
a nation wrested from barbarism fifty 
years ago. She was a military power 
strong enough to make Spein tremble 
for her distant posssssions in the six- 
teenth osatnry. But while the Jepaaese 
were a aatioe of fighters four hundred 
yeers ago, ahe olsehad tvea then the 
ambition to beoOBM the mistress of Asia. 
Only interasl strife prevented her from 
showing her teeth before this. Now she 
has a united people and an army not 
only ready, but anxious to die in a war 
of Japanese conqnest. The Japanese 
Generals are as prodigal of the lives of 
their men as these sre of their own. 
They have the. ferocity and •lespemte 
eoange of the wOd boast aad their desds 
of valor have ao parallel ia military his- 
tory, aave in the savage warfare of the 
American Indiana about the time of 
Francis Xavier and Peter Baptist. The 
remnants of Custer's little army can tell 
how the red man, brought to bay, can 
fight. The apostle of Japan, in his letter 
to his superiors in Europe, frequently 
refers to the wild patriotism and reckless 
courage o( the little islanders. 

For fifty years this imitative people 
have been learning under Bnropeen mas- 
ters. Their ship yards and gun ff ctories 
have been in charge of the beat mechan- 
ics, engineers aad aavsl architects in the 
West. Their miUtaiyschools are modeled 
on thoae of Prussia, and the chief in- 
structor for the past eighteen years has 
been a veteran of the wars with Austria 
and Praaee, aad a aMmber of the gea-

The penal days ia Ireland lasted tnm 
the time of WiUtam III. till the paasage 
of the emancipation act in ih^8, or I3« 
years. The Irish race were serfs in their 
own land and suffered all the tyranny 
and torture which wicked men instigated 
by the devil and untrammeled by law 
could invent and inflect. No Iriah Catho- 
ic could educate his child at home or - 
send him abroad for that purpose, under 
the heaviest pains and penaltiea. A price 
waa set upon the heed of the priest end 
the schoolmaster.

The Irishmsn was than 
reduced to a mere squatter on the lands 
of hia forefathera. Neither could he have 
any arms in his possession, nor even a 
knife and fork unless chained to the 
table. He could not possess a bone of 
greater value than |25 and if he raised 
one of greater valae any P^otestant might 
take it away on paying |26 for it. He 
could get no redress at law for an injury, 
however great, done to him, and the law 
assumed that there were ao Cstholica ia 
Ireland, and ia addittoa to that their 
courta were presidsd over by Orange 
. 'udges snd none but Orangemen could 
be impaneled upon Uie jury, end all were 
bound by oaths to assist each other 
against the "papists." He might be 
waylaid and beaten or even killed and 
there was no redress. His wife and 
daughters might be assaulted snd sbused 
by a drunken villain, but he waa power* 
leas to get justice. Asaociatioas of Pro* 
testants were formed in various psfta of 
tbe country to rub, burn, kill aad mur* 
der Catholics and the letter hod to com- 
biae ia seU-defense. 

Ia Armagh "the peep o'day boys," the 
(orerunnera of the Orangemen, used to 
go about the countries in bodies about 
the break of day, hence their name, and 
armed to the teeth, attack and destroy 
the property of Catholics, burning houaee 
and barns, driving off cattle and aheep, 
or killing and destroying them on the 
farms, and if the people made any resist- 
ance ths rnffiaiu ahot them dowa. 

leLooththePiotestaat-'squlres formed 
thebsslves lato whet they were pleased 
to call "Hell Fire Clubs," and when the 
members of these noble associations 
drank themselves into frenzy it was their 
custom to sally forth well armed, break 
into Catholic houses, abuse the women 
and even murder the men if they offered 
resistance. Then the "Hell Fire Club- 
biat)" would set fire to the buiklings aad 
shout tad laogh and Jeer at the uafoc- 
tunate ownsra whose propocty wss being 
destroyed. The thiags we here relste 
might bs thought incrsdible i( the per* 
petfatats theamelves had not le(t records, 
by wsy of bravsdo, of their nocturnal 
fkplolta for the edification of their suc- 
"Usors. 

Ahd with a knowledge of all these 
villainies perpetrated upon the ancestora, 
supercilious scoundrels of the present 
day raise their eyebrows and ask "why 
Irishmen exhibit such antipathy to their 
EnglUh rulers." The enawer ia plain. 
Therobberiea, mnrders, spoUstioas aad 
tyroaay iafiicted by Bnglidimen upon 
tbe native Irish during the eighteenth 
sad aiaeteeath centuries were engraven 
on tbe hcerto of those who suffered and 
they transmitted the marks to the hearta 
of their descendants.

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OUR QRGWINa CITY. 

Louisville is today one of the 
most prosperous citict in the United 
Stetes and is the metropolis of the

According to aUtis- 
tics compiled by the Bttlldint In- 
apactor the preaent year will be the 
most prosperous one in the history 
of the city's building trades. More 
plana and apedficationa have been 
presented to the Building Inspector 
than ever before and more permits 
for buildings of all kinds will be 
taken out this spring than ever 
known in Louisville's history. The 
city is spreading out. Great man- 
ufactories like the L. & N. shops in 
South Louisville art going up and 
capitalists are looking about for 
Investments here, not only in man- 
ufactories, but in real estate, bank- 
ing and mercantile purauita. New 
Btorea are being opened almost 
daily and old stores are being 
enlarged and rejuvenated. 

Louisville is at the gateway to 
the great South and Southwest and 
the indications point to her steady 
growth during the next decade. 

The municipal government is 
wide awake and is making arrange- 
ments to build new streets and 
aewers, to improve its fire and 
police service and to keep pace 
with other great American cities. 
The future of Louisville looks 
bright indeed for the year 1905 and 
future years. 

KENTUCKY IN HALL OP FAME. 

There is an enabling act of Con- 
gress permitting each State to 
place in the Hall of Statuary at 
Washington two of her moat dia- 
tinguiahed dthcena. Kentucky 
has not yet availed herself of this 
right, but of course she will do so 
The idea, as we understand it, is 
to preaent the figures of distin- 
guished pioneers who blazed the 
way for dvilization in early times 
or in later times stood for dvU and 
religious liberty. The figures of 
James Marquette, the pioneer 
Jesuit priest, already adorns the 
Hall of Pame in Waidilngton, hay- 
ing been selected as one oi the 
representatives from the State of 
Minnesota. 

Kentttdty haa not yet diacuaaed 
the subject, much less indicated 
who should be her representatives. 
We would suggest the namea of 
William Preaton, who was bam in 
the County Donegal, Ireland, and 
who was the first surveyor of Ken- 
ucky; of Daniel Boone, who paved 
the war for w^y dvilization; of 
Simon Kenton; of Benedict Joseph 
Flaget, a pioneer missionary; of 
Martin John Spalding, a diatin- 
gniahed scholar and historical 
writer; of Theodore O'Hara, poet 
and soldier, and others not now 
committed to our memory. Of 
oourae Henry Clay is not to be for- 
gotten; ndther are the Breckin- 
Tidges or the Crittendens, but the 
autues of i^aacers are the moat 
fittiiME*»No one would complain, 
for instance, if the State of Ken- 
tucky would select the figure of 
Mathcw Lyon as one worthy of 
bdng la the Hall of Fi 



Matbew Lyon brought the first 
printing press and type to Ken- 
tucky. He was a representative 
in Congress from three States 
and a pioneer who always claimed 
Kentucky as his home. The are 
others, but we disist. vSuggestions 
are in order from other sources. 



claaaet tbat conie|nnder the obMfvation 
of charity workers.

In caubllshing the habit of 
laying aside each week even so small an 
amoant as tea eaata^ the lasaon is soon 
leamad of the ImportaBce aod deairabil- 
ityof having a rasarve food, and the 
effortisaeoD tobeoiade to ia ciea sa the 
deporft. 



THE HABIT OP QRUMBUNQ. 

Some few editors of Irish Cath- 
olic newspapers in this country are 
given to grumbling and kicking 
againat their fellow-men without 
just cause. The Milwaukee Citi- 
zen is a conspicuous example. In 
a recent editorial under the caption 
"Wbatiaa Good Man?" our MU 
waukee contemporary goes out of 
its way to slur our Irish- Americans 
in discuaaing the qnallfications 
of men for munidpal ofBcta. It 
says, among other things, that 
"the kind of politician tbat takes 
well among the Iriah iaa jolly good 
fellow," yet the man of this char- 
acter is prone to accept money 
from corporations, etc., etc. 

Why should our Milwaukee con 
temporary single out the Irish as 
offenders in this particular? Are 
not the generality of men who mix 
in poUtica, whether they be Iriah, 
German or Scandinavian, likely to 
side with the "good fellow" as 
against the cold-blooded man? It 
doea not follow that because a man 
is a "good fellow" that he is cor 
rupt. As a rule Irish-Americans 
in this country make few miatakea 
in supporting munidpal candidates. 
They are generally on the right 
side. This is conceded by able 
students of American social con- 
ditions. The slur in the Milwaukee 
paper is ont of place in a journal 
whose editor claims Irish ances- 
try. 

And again here is the Gaelic 
American complaining about the 
Bishops and priests of Ireland 
"who crawl before an Boglish 
King" in inviting the distinguished 
Catholic Duke of Norfolk to be 
the chief guest at the consecration 
of the Cathedral of Armagh. The 
Gaelic American would have the 
distinguished English Catholic 
Duke excluded because in politics 
he ia oppoa ed to the .docttlnie of 
home rule for Ireland. Such criti 
cisms as these are unworthy of 
Irishmen and of Catholics. For a 
Catholic paper to assert that the 
patriotic bishops and priests of Ire- 
land "crawl before an Kaglish 
King" is aimply outrageoua and 
without truth.

American ottght to go msf back 
and take aomething for their 
livers.

Dealing wich the milling industry 
in Ireland at present, Mr. Goodbody said 
there is more fl jur manufactured in Ire- 
land today than ever in our country's 
history, and in spite of deplorable emi- 
gration there is more flour consumed in 
Ireland than ever before.

NEW PAPAL DECREE 



DeacrlbIni Rtiht of tha Lower 

rrcleten to Wear Seml- 
Offffielal Inal^na. 



At the request of several American 
Bishope all the priests of the United 
Statea who have recently been promoted 
to a prelature or to the podtion of Mon- 
dgnor have been f umiahed with a copy 
of the new Papd decree deeeribing the 
right of lower prelates to sami-episoopal 
insigns. The decree consists of eighty- 
seven articles, minutely describing the 
rights of lower prelates and Monsignors 
in the matter ml dress. Many abuses had 
found their way into the church, so that 
recently, especially in European coun- 
tries, many prelates of the lower rank 
assumed the color of vestments allowed 
only to Bishops. An importsnt feature 
of the decree whidi will make prieeto of 
the tlnltad Stntee rank with prelatea of 
the lilgheat order is that granting to all 
priests exerddng the offices of Vicars 
General or of Vicars Capitular all over 
the world the dignity of apoalolic pro- 
tonotaries "at instar" as long as they 
shall hold the aforementioned offices. 
This is the highest honorary prelature in 
the church, and many American prieats 
who apparently had been neglected in 
the recent dlstribntion of honora among 
the dergy of America will bow have 
the right to weer the parple eaaao ck 
and other diatincftive marka of thdr new 
honor without the neceadty of obtdaing 
a special appointment.
